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Thomson seeks new post

EDDIE THOMSON 
caused an almigh- - 
ty furore when it 
became known 
that he was one of 
the short list for 
the National Di- 
rector of Coaching 
position, vacated 
some months ago 
by the now retired 
Eric Worthington. 

There is every 
reason to expect that 
an appointment will be 
made at Friday's meet- 
ing of the Australian 
Soccer Federation 
commissioners. 

So far the un- 
answered question is 
whether Thomson is 
really interested in the 
post. 

Thomson’s exceptio- 

nal vision and world- 
wide experience would 
transfer the job into a 
highly practical one, 
with the potential for 
major gains for the 
code. 
He possesses the ex- 
ceptional communica- 
tive skills which have 
proved to be so neces- 
sary for a coaching di- 
rector, and no doubt 
would more than meet 
all requirements for 
supervisory and man- 
agement tasks. 

The big plus in the 


»néw era of national 


educative coaching is 
that_at long, long last 
the director is exclu- 


‘sively answerable to 


the Australian Soccer 
Federation, which in 
turn must be more in- 
volved in monitoring 
the results and setting 
the goals. 

Some of course 
would like to see a di- 
rector with Brazilian 
style coaching ability 
to add the extra skill 
factor to the Austra- 
‘ian game. 

‘A way will have to 
be found to foster this 
essential ingredient, a 
little down the track. 

‘If Thomson does 
gain the appointment 
— and he must be 
close to favourite 
should he in fact really 


want it — he would 
naturally move out of 
contention for the 
National Coach posi- 
tion for which he was. 
considered front-run- 
ner when Frank 
Arok’s contract ends 
midway through next 
year. 

But, when analysed, 
a move by Thomson 
into the teaching pro- 
fession confounds logic 
at this stage of his 
career. 

He has obviously 
been steering himself 
towards the national 
coach’s role for quite 
some time, and cer- 
tainly there has been 
no previous sign that 
he feels that being an 
instructor would satis- 
fy him. 

Perhaps he is cover- 
ing himself to secure a 
stable and vital job in 
soccer football if some- 
thing went wrong with 
a move into the natio- 
nal coach’s position. 

He of all people 
would be aware that 
there is ‘many a slip 
between the cup and 
the lip,’ and if that 
situation were to be re- 
levant anywhere in 
sport or business it 
could well be held that 
soccer would be the 
most likely place for it 
to apply. 

Were Thomson to 
carry on with the dire- 
ctor’s position and be 
appointed, then Arok 
must have a strong 
chance of gaining a 
new term of office as 
the national coach. 

It would also put 
Sydney Olympic in the 
position of needing a 
very capable replace- 
ment. 

Although Thom- 
son's Olympic was the 
bridesmaid in both the 
1989 NSL grand final 
and NSL Cup, he has 
done extremely to en- 
thuse and create talent 
for a club that is noto- 
rious for its unholy 
financial mess despite 
some valiant attempts 
to improve its parlous 
position — a facet

THE Victorian Soccer 
Federation should 
forget the whole 
concept of a ‘Super 
League’ until they 
can get it right. 

Until they do, Victo- 
tian Soccer will remain 
the running joke it is 
considered to be around 
the rest of the country. 

It is that simple. 

The VSF’s AGM is 
on November 9 and, for 
the second year run- 
ning, it is set to be a 
stormy one, 

The VSF is aiming at 
a two-division State 
League for 1990 with 
the ‘Super League’ con- 
sisting of the top 10 
clubs of 1989 as well as 
the two relegated NSL 
clubs, Heidelberg and 
MelbournedUST. 


Motion 

The plan was sug- 
gested just a couple of 
months back and, iro- 
nically, it is the very 
same plan devised by 
Jack Reilly which all but 
cost him his job as chair- 
man of the VSF some 12 
months ago. 

Reilly, who had the 
vision to suggest the 
changes some 18 
months in advance, was 
eventually pressured 
into resigning when 
crunch time came and 
clubs who had missed 
the cut in each division 
down through the 
leagues kicked and 
scratched until the plans 
were withdrawn. 

This time around, the 
clubs have been given 
even less time to pre- 
pare at least and four of 
the clubs which have 
missed the ‘Super 
League’ cut aren't about 
to miss out without a 
fight. 

And who could blame 
them? 

The four outspoken 
clubs have presented to 
the AGM a motion 
which suggests the idea 
be scrapped and re- 
placed with a scheme

SUBSTITUTE Albeiro 
Uzurriaga broke 
Israel’s stubborn re- 
sistance with 17 mi- 
nutes left to give Col- 
a 1-0 win in 
their World Cup 
qualifying play-off 
first leg in Barran- 
quilla, Colombia, last 
Sunday. 

The return leg will be 
played in Tel Aviv on 
October 30 with the 
winners on aggregate 
qualifying for next 
year’s finals in Italy.

Ivan had a box full of 
‘old boots in a truck and 
he told me to get ready. 

An Italian with the 
name of Gino, 
apparently in charge of 
the old truck, asked: 
“What numero, what 
numero”. 

I said: “Numero 10, 
Numero 10,” thinking 
that since everyone was 
saying the same word 
twice, I might as well do 
the same. 


Gino gave me two 
boots, one brownish 
and a black.

Known for his deft 
ball control, forays up- 
field and penalty-tak 
ing, Higuita says; “The 
other teams have to 
use a defender as the 
sweeper, With me in 
goal it’s different, I'm 
the sweeper.”

THE nine South 
American coun- 
tries which were 
engaged in World 
Cup qualifying 
4 have transferred 
* 245 First Division 
players to foreign 
clubs during the 
last year according 
to statistics of the 
South American 
Football Con- 
federation. 

One of the smallest 
of these countries, 
Uruguay, gives the im- 
% pression that it is in- 
habited mostly by soc- 
cer players . . . at least 
to the rest of the 
world, 

The Uruguayan FA 
has 575 First Division 
professionals regis- 
tered and has passed 
over 800 transfers of 
players to foreign clubs 
in the last 10 years. 

Soccer players are 
among the most im- 
portant exports in a 
country of barely three 
million inhabitants. 

These statistics do 
not include Argentina, 
the biggest exporters, 
who as world cham- 
pions were not en- 
gaged in qualifying 
play this year. 

This year alone the 
number of players “ex- 
ported" has 
passed the 100 mark 
and it was estimated at 
the end of July that 232 


professional players 


were on the books of 
foreign clubs in 23 
different countries 
which include not only 
traditional buyers from 
Italy and Spain, but 
also clubs in Japan (8) 
and Greece (1). 

‘The main causes are 
the poor economic 
situation in these coun- 
tries most of the time 
and badly run clubs. 

This leaves players 
with lack of security — 
often the club does not 
have the money to pay 
their salaries when due 
— and they all dream 
of going abroad for a 
better life. 

At the same time

clubs are only too 
eager to sell abroad — 
at usually cheap prices 
because they need the 
cash badly and, in 
many ‘cases, depend on 
it to keep going. 

The average salary 
of a First Division 
player in South Amer- 
ica is only $450 a 
month (according to 
the South American 
Football Confedera- 
tion) and Colombia and 
Brazil are the only 
countries above this 
average, while the 
figure is terribly low in 
comparison with con- 
tract salaries in 
Europe.
